For two months I have imown I have a heavy case of phlebitis. Response is slow 
but the doctor and I think I'm improving. It limits what I can do. I’d like to mqka 
longer and more definitive response to your 12/18 but can’t. I’m having to acknowledga 
most letters with a form. But I recall your rare kindnesa of some years agt and I know 
your sincerity. 

This still leaves me with a problem. I can't respond honestly without 3 aying 
what I feei y&u will x'ind unwelcome. 

McD*onald is a complete fraud. I’ve gone over the three contradictory versions 
of "his" book. That glib crook hasn’t even read the Report. He is not on the right 
side, despite what you may have hoard from others in whom you may have confidence and 
who may have been involved with him. His book, for all practical purposes, is indistinguish- 
able from an intelligence agency "black book." I think he and his backers should be 
in jail. And there never was any "Saul" or any interview with him, in either of the 
three placds, each of the throe versions having different places. 

Kiasey is not a fake nume. It is real. He included it in the third version. 

VJith “imsey safely dead andhaving no progeny he could. Kimsey ha-' no such function 
in CIA or out.

Of all that has received attention 
this year, I know of no single case in which what appeared even indicates that the critic 
or origin really Knew what he was talking about, really had conducted the moat rudi- 
mentary investigation or was competent to, and in al, oases some decently— intended 
lumber of Congress was hurt. Thera is a limit to how much of this we can survive. There 
Is danger, to boiling the pot; who get3 burned? 

While all of this may have made a few feel important and w hil e sane may have 
milked it for the personal attention that is like air to them, it has had counter- 
productive results and has blanked out what could have had impact on the Congress and, 
if properly and effectively used by it, the major (fink) media.
